It will certainly inten- 
sify the fight between the Germans and 
Czechs. The prediction has been freeiy 
made that with Franz Josef's death the em- 
pire would dissolve, as it has been held to- 
gether only by the affection of Czech and 
German alike for their ruler. Now he has 
taken sides, and the anger of the Czechs in- 
creases every hour. 

The Emperor’s declaration was made at 


’ the first court dinner given this season by his 


Majesty to members of the Hungarian and 
Austrian delegations. The delegations had 
been discussing the army and navy bud- 
get during the week, and Delegate 
Stransky, who is a rabid Czech, had made a 
speech in the Austrian seszio, which revived 
the never-ending quarrel: 


Must Say “ Hier,” Not “‘ Zde.” 

The army regulations require that the 
soldiers report each year to the control com- 
mission, and each man as his name is called 
must step forward and present a pass which 
certifies to his having served. It has become 
an established custom that he shall answer 
with the word “ here,”’ although this is not 
prescribed by law. The language of the en- 
tire army during service being German, the 
soldiers are expected to use the German 
word “hier,”’ but in Bohemia the Czech 
soldiers insist upon using the Bohemian 
equivalent, ade.” 

This trouble began about four years ago, 
when those repl-.=™ “zde” were arrested 
for disobedience and imprisoned. The ill- 
feeling aroused has been fostered by the 
Czech agitators, who constantly prate of 
language and nationalism. 

Stransky’s speech was especially fierce, 
and the Emperor, in the circle held after the 
dinner, accused him of causing uneasiness 
among the people, 


- Will Hear No Defense. 

Stransky tried to defend his position, but 
the Emperor replied, “‘ In the ‘ ede * question 
I am Irreconciliably opposed to your views. 
I am ready to proclaim martial law if the 
people do not yield in this matter. In army 
affairs I'll ha@ye no joking, and I tell you 
right now I will pardon no one.” 

Stransky pointed out that the word “ here ” 


was not required by the army regulations, 


and. the Emperor said, That’s a mere law- 


the language cf the army when. in service, 
and that language is Ge: man.” » 
Dr. Stransky in return boldly declared: 
“Tt may produce exceedingly undesirable 
results if a way is not found out of this 
difficulty and if the desires of the Czechish 
people are not satisfied.”” | 


“J would regret this,” said the Emperor, 


“but I tell you again, Leave the army in 
peace.” 

The time and place being so unusual for 
such remarks, and the remarks being so 
forcible, they have caused widespread 
comment today. 


, Task for New Ministry. 
Another ministry is in the process of for- 
mation and its first duty is to be the regu- 
lating of the language question and thus rec- 
onciling the Germans and Czechs, for a 
continuation of present conditions means a 


collapse of the empire. 


Not many believe that a reconciliation 
will ever be accomplished, for the good will 
is lacking on both sides and the Emperor's 
words will increase the bitter feeling among 
the Czechs and lessen the chances for their 
reconciliation. The affection of the Czechs 
for the Emperor, which is the one strong 


power that restrains them from open rebel- 


lion, has been lessened. Already there are 
mutterings among the Bohemians and an- 
ticipations of the worst.

ROD MILL WORKERS TO STRIKE. 


Employes of American Steel and Wire 
Company Decide on Quitting 


Work Today. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 14.—At a meeting of 
the Cleveland branch of the National Asso- 
ciation of Rod Mill Workers tonight it was 
decided to inaugurate a strike in the four 
mills of the Américan Steel and Wire com- 
pany in this city tomorrow morning. There 
are 200 or 300 rod mill workers in Cleveland 
and about 800 in all the yarfous mills of the 

whicir are located at 
,, and tn Illinois and Indiana. The strike 
here will throw 4,000 men out of employ- 
ment, and the number affected in other 
States will be large. 

The strike was brought about by the de- 
mand of the workers for a substantial ad- 
vance in wages, a much greater advance 
than the 7% per cent made voluntarily by 
the company last week. It had been decided 
that a strike should be inaugurated tomor- 
row morning if the demand was not complied 


The action taken tonight was precipitated 
by the announcement that three men had 
been discharged at Beaver Falls for being 
connected with the demand for an increase 
in wages. It was understood that the strike 
should be ordered if a single man was dis- 
charged on that account. 


‘One of the local officials of the company 
said last ight: 

‘There was some talk two or three weeks 
ago of a strike on the part of the head rollers 
in the Cleveland mill. 
little importance, as not more than a dozen 
men were concerned. But the company, not 
knowing there was any dissatisfaction or 
talk of a strike, voluntarily advanced wages 
This increase was greater than 
the men had intended to ask for and, nat~- 
urally, all thoughts of trouble came to an end

employé of the American Steel and Wire 
company in all the plants, and I do not see 
how there can be talk of a strike at this 
time.

No Signs of Armed Boers in Orange 
Free State—Burgher Farm- 
houses Burned.

DETAILS OF LADYSMITH FIGHT. 


Hand-to-Hand Conflict When the Boers

January 6. 


LONDON, Jan. 15.—A special dispatch from 
the Hoofd laager at Ladysmith, dated Jan. 
9, via Lourenzo Marquez, describing the at- 
tack of Jan. 6 on Ladysmith, says: 

“The British made no attempt to hold the 
first line of breastworks, but made an ex- 


row. Every inch was stubbornly contested, 
and conspicuous bravery was displayed on 
both sides. 

“ After 10 o’clock the British artillery fire 
slackened, and a terrible ‘individual contest 
ensued among the riflemen for the possession 
of Plat-Rand ridge.

SOLDIERS TELL OF WA 


MEN AT FRONT DESCRIBE BATTLES 
| IN LETTERS.. 


Medical Officer Sketches Scenes During 
and After Modder River Fight—Boy 
with Boer Arniy Writes on Elands- 
Inagte — Incidents Chronicled by 
Those Participating in South Afri- 

Campaign Reveal True Condi- 


tons, 


LONDON, Jan. 6.—[{Correspondence of the 
Associated Press. ]—Letters from the soldiers 
fighting against the Boers are published in 
large numbers, and in many cases are just 
as interesting as the accounts by trained war 
correspondents. A medical officer under 
Lord Methuen, describing the battle of Mod- 
der 'River, writes: 

“A lot of the North Lancashire men were 
horribly wounded. I turned over a Sergeant, 
black in the face, dead. One man was 
brought to me who had been struck by a shell 
fragment—face mutilated, throat cut, and 
chest lacerated. 

“TI went out near sunset to aid the High- 
landers. They had been all day under that 
frightful sun and their wounded were still 
there. No stretcher-bearers could advance, 
as they were all shot at. They shouted to 
me to crawl on the ground, as there were 
still three or four Boers, with express ri- 
fles and explosive bullets, who were under 
cover, and who kept picking off our men. 
Someé men utterly collapsed, and all I could 
do was to put a pad to their wounds and my 
whisky flask to their lips. 1 them crawled 
back to my horse and made my way to 
some ambulances two miles distant to get 
their aid. I was under fire all the time, 
bullets dancing around me. I felt a kind 
of solemn disregard, as I had been exposed 
to greater dangers before.” 


Officer Feels Helpless. 

In a ketter written to his father from Mooi 
River on Nov. 23 an officer in the Queen's 
Royal West Surrey Regiment says: 

“Against an enemy like the Boers in- 
fantry is wseless. The Boers have spies 
everywhere, and as they are well mounted 
they can move away hours before our in- 
fantry can get within striking distance. On 
the other hand, they will never attack, and 
when we advance toward Pretoria com- 
mandos will be left all over the country 
looting and burning farms. The only peo- 
ple who have a chance with them are the 
local volunteers. If the government only 
would raise about 2,000 volunteers and send 
Sut a lot of mounted Infantry to work with 
the local volunteers these isolated Boer 
ferces would soon be wiped out. At present 
we are helpless, as they make rings around 
us.”’ 

Says Bombardment Is Farce. 


The special correspondent of the Cape Ar- 
gus thus described a bombardment of Kim- 
beriey: 

“What probably will be handed down in 
the annals of history to Boer posterity as 
the bombardment of Kimberley occurred on 
Tuesday, Nov. 7, and if ever the farcical 
element were introduced in such a serious 
business as war, the puerile attempts to raze 
Kimberley can surely lay claimtoit. The 
Boers had two guns mounted, one at Scholz's 
Nek, trained on the Premier mine at Wessel- 
ton, at a range of something like 3,500 yards, 
and the other oh Spytfontein, quite 7,000 
yards distant. A couple of shots were fired 
between 5 and 6 o’clock in the morning, but 
then the Boers desisted until 10, when one 
gun-at Scholz’s Nek, apparently a nine- 
pounder, firing a French shell, opened fire 
on Wesselton.. The fire, however, proved 
quite harmless, nearly all the shots falling 
in the débris heaps, and our guns at Wessel- 
ton, replying and quickly getting the range, 
induced the enemy to cease Qring, and they 
cleared off about noon. So little was thought 
of the Boer fire that the alarm was not even 
sounded, and business was carried on just 
the same. Thus ended the bombardment of 
Kimberley. So little alarm did it cause that 
the men in the redoubts were actually play- 
ing cricket and quoits while it was going 
| 

| Boers Good Marksmen. 

The following is from a letter from a re- 
servist sergeant in the Coldstream Guards, 
who is with Methuen’s column. He was at 
the battle of Modder River, and says: 

* During the afternoon some one seemed 
to have spotted me from the trenches. First 
a shot struck the side of my boot and struck 
my rifle just in front of my face, filling my 
eyes with dirt and splinters. I rose up a 
little, when another pullet struck the middle 
finger of my left hand. I had got on my 
knees when a bullet struck me fair in the 
chest on the buckle of my haversack, break- 
ing through it and causing a slight puncture 
of the skin and bruising my chest. I have 
been congratulated as being the luckiest 
beggar in my battalion.” 


Boer Tells of Elandslaagte. 
From the Boer side come reports just as 
interesting. A lad of 17 wrote to his mother 
after the battle of Elandslaagte, and the let- 
ter is published in the Journal de Geneve, 
as follows: 

“We were on a kopje. Our horses were 
behind it in a hollow. As the infantry ad- 
vanced against us wé began shooting. 
When it looked’as if we were going to be 
surrounded a certain number of our men fell. 
ba¢k to another position. About 100 of us 
remained on the kopje. But the fire of the 
Maxims and the other guns became so vio- 
lent that we withdrew a little to find cover. 
The General and commandant, Viljoen, ral- 
lied us, and brought us back to the top of the 
hill, and advised us to get under shelter 
there as much as possible. I followed the 
General, with a dozen others, to the right, 
and Viljoen led the rest to the left. The 


now within 500 yards of us. It was easy to 
recognize the kilties they were wearing. We 
fired at them incessantly. All our bullets 
seemed to strike. I had not time to bg 
afraid. I prayed God, and fired on, aiming 
each time at one of their men. You krow I 
am-not a bad shot. Their Maxims gave us 
back what we sent them without a mo- 
ment’s stop. 

“A few of us, finding our position too risky, 

ran back to where the horses were, and went 
off, I was close to the General and remained, 
We fired on, he as well as I, and tried to get 
cover behind three great blocks of rock, 
when a lyddite shell burst close to us and 
covered us with earth and stones. The Gen- 
eral withdrew us 4a little back. At this mo- 
ment one of my neighbors was hit in the side. 
But he had strength enough to get to his 
horse and galloped off. 
. “ We were now only fighting on the kopje 
with the General, and the Kilties were still 
advancing and crushing us in a circle. At 
fifty yards distance we were still firing on 
them. Just then the General fell. The 
group aroufid me was reduced to eight, of 
whom three were wounded. My friend, Van 
Niekerke, had been wounded at the wrist, 
but he kept on firing with his left hand, rest- 
ing his gun on his right arm. We could 
neither carry away the General nor defend 
him and our cartridges wefe exhausted. 
‘What now? said Coghill, whilst we looked 
| @t each other. One of the wounded said: 
* We must raise the white flag.” Coghill an- 
Swered with a curse. The balls whistled all 
around us, Something had to be done. 

“* Well,’ sald one of the wounded—Cog- 
hill comipleted the phrase—‘we must run 
for it.’ * Good luck,’ cried the General, who 
Was seated on the ground and pale as death. 
We threw down our muskets and everything 
that might delay us, and then we rushed 
down fromi thé kopje, for it Was a case of 
saving our own skins. The two bodies of the 
advancing English troops were within 200 
yards of each other. I ran down between

Commando Leaving Pretoria. 
_ The Standard and Diggers’ News gives this 
picturesque account of the departure of a 
commando from Pretoria: 

“The parade of 400 sturdy warriors of the 
police commando excited admiration. The 
Afrikander mem have received their man- 
date from the women-folk, though the 
shadow of 'Blandslaagte hung like a pall 
on the mourning robes of many. Venerable 
dames in Kappes, and maids in chintz, and 
babies of ali ages, Upon whom the warriors 
showered a vailedictory benison, clung and 
struggled fiercely around the carriages. 
‘Withered tantes, buxom vrous, and frail 
‘niehtjes tumbled over each other for a final 
‘embrace. ~< 
* «37t was admitted that no finer or more 
serviceable force had been sent off. By the 
time it gets to the Natal border it will be 800 
stfong. It is under the Commandant of Po- 
lice, Gert M. J. Van Dam, with Lieutenants 
Oosthuizen, Pohlman, Murphy, and Jacobsz 
next in command. C. D. Schutte addressed 
the men, saying: ‘ You are going to defend 
your rights, your liberty, and your inde- 
pendence, that dearly bought independence 
God has granted you, and which is once 
again contested. You are not going to fight 
for honor, money, or mercenary amibiton, 
er sordid gain.’ ” 


Tells of Ismore Wreck. 

One of the soldiers rescued from the 
wrecked transport Ismore writes: 

“The most satisfactory part of the whole 
business has been the splendid behavior of 
all the troops. They were as steady and 
quiet as if we were parading the barrack 
square. Every man stood in his proper 
place. There was not the slightest confu- 
sion or hurry, and they did exactly as they 
were told. There is not the least doubt it 
fs owing to their splendid discipline that all 
were saved. Had there been the slightest 
panic a dreadful loss ‘of life must have oc- 
curred, as getting the boats off was a 
most difficult business, owing to the heavy 
swell, and when they were launched they 
leaked, that half an hour’s baling had 
to be done before we dared let them start. 
Everything had to be done by the soldiers, 
as the ship’s crew were all employed in 
trying to shut the watertight door to keep 
the sea out of the engine-room. if it had 
got in there before the fires were put out a 
fearful explosion would have occurred and 
the ship would have been blown in ha!f.”’ 


Describes Modder River Hardships. 

Modder River battle with its many dra- 
matic incidents, its heavy losses, its long 
duration, proves a never-failing topic for 
the war correspondent lucky enough to have 
witnessed it. Julian Ralph in the Daily 
Mail gives a lengthy and vivid account of 
this engagement. 

“A common reliance of the Boer,” he 
writes, “was upon gin. Empty gin bottles, 
bottles still containing gin, and one full bot- 
tle of that liquor were to be seen stuck in 
the loose dirt of the trenches.”’. 

Speaking of the Boer losses, Mr. Ralph 
declares: 

“ First in the mind of the Boer Is the de- 
sire to hide his dead, and to lie about their 
number. It is from their own that they 
most desire to hide the truth. The prison- 
ers we took all said that only eighteen had 
been killed, but the deserters said the loss of 
life was great, and that in the river alone 
100 were sunk with weights. For my part, I 
shall not be surprised if we learn some day 
that in Killed alone the Boers lost quite 300. 

“ after every battle the veldt has been 
dotted with Boer horses in consequence of 
‘the custom of bringing two horses for each 
well-to-do man, and in consequence of the 
loss of riders by death and wounding. But 
beth previous battlefields combined showed 
no such number of riderless horses as Mod- 
der River. There were literally hundreds of 
them. IL had lost mine in the fight, but in 
the first half hour of the next morning I took 
my choice of four and might have made my 
pick from a hundred, saddled and bridled, 
before I ha@ gone half over the field. 

‘*One word as to that phase of their war- 
fare which must be touched upon in justice, 
in every account we correspondents write of 
it. With my own eyes, being upon the scene, 
I saw the Putt-putt gun and the fire of the 
sharpshooters trained upon our ambulances 
three tirnes, ahd upon our stretcher-bearers 
on innumerable occasions—in fact, whenever 
they rose to their feet (on the right of the 
line) and attempted to perform their work.”’ 

Ralph relates, with the feeling of one who 
suffercd, the hardships which lack of water 
imposed on Methuen’s men during their 
march towards Kimberley. 

‘We never joke about water now,” he 

says. “The first time we really appre- 
clated it we were starting out from Orange 
River. We were marching and watching 
the day break. In breaking it seemed to 
rend the earth’s blanket of atmosphere and 
let-the sun’s heat out upon us as if we were 
so many thousand stokers in the broiling 
belly of a ship. 
“On and on we marched, in heavy sand, 
over stones, or stumbling across furrowed 
ground—all gasping like fishes thrown on 
a beach. 

** At first our lips dried and cracked, then 
our mouths parched, and finally our throats 
became as if they were coated with plaster 
of paris. The hair shriveled on our hands, 
and our feet grew dry as deviled bones. 
Here and there a man fell forward on his 
hands and knees or stumbled out of the 
ranks and lurched prone on the veldt. 

“We came to Finham’s, a yellow, 8S 
ish-looking house. All about were trees. 
In and out of its yard horses and mules 
passed in scores, and behind the house the 
Tommles crowded like bees around a honey. 
pot, filling their cloth-clad bottles out of a 
stone tank, -while other Tommies walked 
around and around a sort of windlass that 
pumped new water into the tank. 
“Every man filled his bottle, emptied it 
down his throat, and filled it again. 

“A water mania, a thirst madness, was 
upon the army. We paddled in spilled wa- 
ter, and the sounds it made in pouring, 
gurgling, and splashing were as delicate mu- 
gic to all our ears. i 

“We have learned what war Is, and more 
about the Boer than we knew a month ago, 
but, above all, we have learned the value 
of water.”

There—Prediction Made That Mo-

| easse Not Friend of English—Mene- 
lek Thought to Have Assurance 
from France and Russia.

PARIS, Jan. 14.—Those who had doubted 
that France would profit by the embarrass- 
ment of England in the Transvaal are today 
convinced of their error, as the government 
has made itself felt at two opposite points 
of the globe, Insalah and San Domingo. 

The occupation of Insalah marks a new 
epoch in French-African affairs which was 
cleverly prepared by Minister Delcasse and 
accomplished at a time when France most 
needs some guarantee in the Sahara against 
the troubles always stirring around Morocco. 

France has profited by the existing inter- 
national complications to send out under the 
cover of science a formidable military ex- 
‘pedition. | 


No Protest from England. 
Before the war in the Transvaal the’raid 


‘of the French upon Insalah would have been 
impossible, as England would have raised the 


traditional objections against inciting the 
Moroccoans by their presence. Now that 
it is a fact accomplished, the English For- 
eign office has not dared to raise a protesta- 
tion. Morocco has been eaten into and will 
be completely swallowed up by France, now 
that the way through Insalah is opened into 
Morocco from the south. 


In Force at San Domingo. , 
Concerning San Domingo, France has 
again profited while England was occupied 
to settle an old question in a way not unfa- 
vorable, as viewed by the United States, 
as the French have no territorial ambition 
in Western waters. 

The settlement of the treason cases has 
given new activity ‘to ‘the French foreign 
policy, and it is not far from the facts when 
it is asserted that Delcasse is the worst 
enemy that England had had in the French 
ministry of foreign affairs in at least two 
generations, despite his seeminly concilia- 
tory attitude. 

French Fleet at San Domingo. 

The French fleet at San Domingo, when 
the reinforcements arrive, will include the 
Cecille, Suchet, Troude, and Kersaint, four 
warships, all possessing rapid-firing artil- 
lery, making in all ninety-six cannon, sixty 
officers, and 1,100 men. |

Changes Hands — Chicago Birds 
, Credited with Having the Most Vic-

In the basement under the saloon known 
as Shaddy’s PI in Clybourn avenue, 
near Clay street, cockfighting was in prog- 
ress all yesterday afterneon and evening. 
Nearly one hundred men and boys were in . 
the basement, watching the mains. and 
money was changing hands constantly. No 
policemen appeared, although the crowing 
ef the cocks and! the encouraging cries of 
the spectators could be heard plainly on 
the sidewalk in front of the place. 

When the basement was visited last even- 
ing two cocks were in the ring, and beside it 
in cages were seyetal others, trimmed for 
the conflict. Dead birds also were seen in 
the basement. A regular ring had been 
erected, and on the floor around it the spec- 
tators were gathered. The birds were urged 
to fight by two men who appeared to be their 
backers. From the conversation heard in 
the saloon above the basement it was gath- 
ered that the backers were from Michigan 
and Chicago respectively. The Chicago 
birds, so the bystanders said, were having 
the best of the fight. ; 

Entrance Through the Saloon. 

Access to the bapeanent was by means of a 
stairway from the saloon, and men were 
constantly passing up and down the stairs. 
The frame building occupied by the saloon is 
one-story high, the basement being below the 
level of the sidewalk and connected by a door 
with the yard in the rear. At the top of the 
stairs leading to the basement from the sa- 
loon a man was stationed, and all those who 
wanted to see the mains were compelled to 
pass his approval. An admission fee was 
charged. The ring in which the cock fight- 

ing was taking place could be seen from the 
head of the stairs. 


Two Birds in the Ring. 

At 8:30 p. m. two birds were fighting. 
Both evidently had been in the ring for 
some’ time and were apparently nearly ex- 
hausted. They were still pecking at each 
othef, however, and their backers were urg- 
ing them on. Around the ring the specta- 
tors were watching the fight closely. Rolls 
of bills were displayed by some of the men, 
and considerable sums of money changed 
hands during a short period. The majority 
of the crowd seemed to be pleased with 
the result of the fight, but a few, who were 
gathered at one side of the ring, looked de- 


jected. 


Dice Game on Pool Table. 


Betting was not confined to the basement. 
On a pool table in the front room of the 
saloon dice were being rolled. About a 
dozen men were gathered around the table 
and quarters, half dollars, and dollars were 
thrown on the cloth from time to time and 
gathered up by the winners. No effort was 
made to conceal the fact that gambling was 
going on, and although the shades were 
drawn and a screen was placed before the 
door any one who entered the saloon could 
not fail to see the dice game being played 
on the pool table. 

Among the men who were gathered in the 
saloon a running conversation was kept up 
in regard to the cock fights in the basement, 
and opinions were exchanged in regard to 
the respective merits of the birds. Accord- 
ing to the statement made by one of the 
men, at least twenty fights had taken place 
while he had been in the place. Around the 
bar and front room of the saloon were placed 
several pictures of various varieties of game 
chickens. On the bara revolver ornamented 
by a piece of blue ribbon was conspicuous. 


In a Lonely Neighborhood. 

The situation of the saloon was well suited 
to the holding of the fights. With the ex- 
ception of a few frame residences there is 
not an occupied building in the immediate 
vicinity. Factories, lumber yards, and gas. 
tanks surround it. In Clybourn avenue the 
street lamps are not kept lighted and few 
people pass on the sidewalk. In front of 
the saloon two men were walking up and 
down, but paid no attention to passers-by. 

In the rear of the yard behind the saloon, 
into which one of the entrances to the base- 
ment opens, is a} stretch of vacant land be- 
low the level of the street.

to Be Admonished by President 
Henry Wade Rogers.

The 
weste iversity spent yesterday wonder- 
ing at the meaning of the call from Presi- 


dent Henry Wade Rogers, asking each or- 
ganization to send a representative to meet 
him this afternoon. The call was almost 
unprecedented at the Evanston school, 
President Rogers gave no reason, and when 
asked for one said only that he wanted to 
inform the fraternities of some of his ideas 
on fraternity policy. 

Informal meetings were held in each fra- 
ternity house during the day to discuss the 
call. The Greek letter societies at Evanston 
are bound by more and stricter laws than 
any other similar organizations in the West, 
and most of the rules: are broken easily. 
That one of these has been disregarded is 
evident from the call, the men say. Which 
rule and which society is guilty is troubling 
the men. | 

No sorority was asked to send a delegate. 
This, the men say, means that the meeting 
will not deal with infringement of the social] 
regulations. Each organization is allowed to 
give but one party a year, and so far fra- 
ternities have been called to account only 
for breaking this rule and for indiscriminate 
dissipation. It is asserted that there is no 
reason now for any action regarding the 
-Jatter offense—that if any members are 
guilty it is as individuals. Cards are played 
in every fraternity house, but all have strict 
rules against any gambling. No liquor is al- 
lowed in any of the houses. 

It was rumored last week that two mem- 
bers of one society had been suspended for 
the semester for playing poker. This the 
members of the society deny. 

Initiations have been carried -to an ex- 
treme of late. Sigma Alpha Upsilon and 
Phi Kappi Psi had public horse-play, and 
both were asked to dispense with it in the 
future. Both refused unless the rule was 
made to cover all organizations. There are 
rules against pledging any of the academy 
students, and these have been broken. 

There are nine Greek societies at Evanston, 
and the offenses of one may be unknown to 
the others, but they have decided to stick 
together if the case demands It.

Logansport, Ind., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—Sy!- 
vanus B. Nickum, the Keely of Indiana, is 
charged with having employed lightning 
bugs in producing the “ perpetual@light 
which made him fame until he was indicted 
for fraudulent use of the mails. This charge 
comes from a former employé, who now 
brings suit. He alleges that his work for 
Nickum consisted largely of pursuit of the 
elusive fireflies. 

Three years ago Nickum announced that 
he had discovered the seeret of perpetual 
light. He moved from his dingy quarters 
over a down-town saloon to a fine residenee 


in the aristocratic part of the city, and in — 


the basement of the new house fitted up 
a laboratory, with strange engines and mys- 
tifying paraphernalia. 

Nickum surrounded himself with a large 
force of clerks, stenographers, and watch- 
men, and announced that a public exhibition 
of the light would soon be forthcoming. His 
promises failed of fulfillment, and finally 
the federal authorities secured his indict- 
ment for fraudulent use of the mails. 

The flow of money from the sale of terri- 
tory ceased and soon the perpetual light man 
began to be hard pressed for cash. His 
creditors pushed him and he contented him- 
self by confessing judgment in the various 
justice courts for the amounts sued for.

He.then announced that he had a 
motion to put which if carried would deprive 
the pensioners of all sick benefits. This 
brought a protest from ex-Captain Buckley, 
who occupied a chair on the platform. Buck- 
ley jumped to his feet and told the delegates 
that such a move would be unfair, as all the 
pensioners, like himself, believed they were 
entitled to benefits during illness. 

Despite his long speech on behalf of those 
on the pension list, the delegates voted 
against them, thereby preventing the pen-

WHERE AMERICAN EXPORTS GO. 


Agricultural Department Prepares Ta- 
bles Showing Relative Purchases of 
Products by Foreign Countries. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—Frank H. 
Hitchcock, chief of the foreign markets di- 
vision of the Agricultural department, has 
prepared figures showing for the first time 
the respective amotints of our. agricultural 
exports which go to the several countries 
of Europe and of the other continents. The 
period covered is 1894 to 1808. | 

The statement shows the agricultural 
products exported from the United States 
during the five years had an average an- 
nual value of $663,536,201. Of these enor- 
mous exports about 60 per cent founda 
market in the United Kingdom and its vari- 
ous dependencies. The sum paid by the 
British people for the American farm prod- 
uce purchased during the period mentioned 
reached as high as $403,053,854 a year. 

Germany, which ranks next to the United 
Kingdom as a market for the products of 
American agriculture, received about 13 per 
cent of the exports, the average yearly value 
amounting to $86,920,274. France’s average 
purchases were $43,988,790.

INTEREST FOR PUBLIC i 

The monetary stringency and sto¢k mar- 
ket panic in Wall street last month has 
caused Some of the leading finan¢ia! au- 
thorities in the United States to consider 
anew the question of postal savings banks 
in relation to the problem of how to utilize 
in times of stringency the full monetary re- 
sources of the country. eh. 
The method’ of Secretary Gage to alle- 


-viate tight conditions through deposits of 


government fundg in private re in- 
stitutions in lieu of their usual retention 
in the Subtreasury without use to the com- 
munity oreprofit to the government has 
commended itse]f to the judgment of many 
sincere people, who reasoned that, there 
being no better method of accomplishing 
a probably desirable purpose, this was cer- 
tainly the best method—notwithstanding 
the charges of favoritism and the general 
unpopularity which such a policy must nec- 
essarily evoke. Through the instrumentali- 
ty of postal savings banks a better way can 
be found for relieving the financial com- 
munity in times of distressful stringency. 
Such banks, when once established as a 
system, would be perpetuall¥ in command 
of a great supply of-capital which otherwise 
would continue to be hoarded, unused, and 
profitless. When such funds were publicly 
offered to the highest responsible bidders 
in interest per cent, under proper safe- 


guards as to security, there could be no 


justifiable complaints as to favoritism. Yet 
the best interests of the depositors would 
be conserved through postal savings banks 
in seeking a safe and adequate return on 
capital, as well as of the financial commu- 
nity looking for money and willing to pay 
fairly for it. 2 

With a large postal savings fund await- 
ing perhaps a quick investment at critical 
times of extreme profit in money invest- 
‘ment, like that which the financial commu- 
nity Jas recently undergone, such a re- 
markable and panic-inviting phenomenon 
as call money rising above 100 per cent 
might be prevented, without a suggestion 
of public scandal, to the substantial benefit 
of the general public making use of postal 
savings institutions. The mere knowledge 
of the-availability of at least a large part 
of the postal savings fund for use at times 
of emergency or at times when the return 
on it could be especially profitable to those 
owning it (the public), might suffice to pre- 
vent some disastrous panics; for it is an 
axiom of finance that the knowledge that 
certain resources of capital or credit can 
be utilized when necessary almost invaria- 
bly renders unnecessary their actual utili- 
zation. 

' The postal savings bank system might 
be developed ultimately into a depositing 
and disbursing agency for the general gov- 
ernment, besides being a savings agency 
fer the funds of private persons. At pres- 
ent, when government funds are deposited, 
there is no provision for the government 
getting any benefit in the way of interest 
from the use of its funds by the financial 
community. Through the medium of postal 
savings banks the government, as a de- 
positor, could get interest on its share of 
the funds loaned out to the highest re- 
sponsible bidders of the money market. 

It is understood that the advocates of 
postal savings banks may attempt to se- 
cure the passage of a bill to carry out this 
plan by urging it in sequence to the general 
scheme of monetary legislation contem- 
plated for this session. In connection 
therewith it can be argued that any plan 
of monetary and banking reform, to be 
fundamentally successful, should be sup- 
plemented by some special provision for 
) encouraging public thrift, for bringing 
hoarded money into the channels of busi- 
ness circulation, and for broadening popu- 
lar interest in the financtal stability and 
material well being of the whole country. 
Also, that in connection with the general 
overhauling and modernizing of our finan- 
cial system, the time is especially oppor- 
tune for the adoption of an improvement 
which has now become attached to the 
monetary systems of almost all of the civ- 
ilized nations of the wortd, and which has 
been d@monstrated to be of enormous ben- 
efit to the people of every nation which has 
adopted ity 

COMPRESSED AIR STREET CARS. 

In the latest issue of Compressed Air, 
the trade paper devoted to the exploitation 
of that force, there is an article dealing 
with the result of experiments with com- 
pressed air on street railways. The system 
has been longest in operation in Nantes, 
France, where it has been in use for tep 
years, while it has also been adopted in 
Berne, Switzerland, and at Vincennes, 
France. In three American cities tests are 
heing made. Two cars are being run on 
the North Clark street line in this city, two 
ears have been in successful, operation for 
twelve months on Third avenue in New 
* York, and a number are running in Twenty- 
eighth and Twenty-ninth streets in the same 
city, and the street cars of Rome, N. Y., 
recently adopted the system exclusively. 

The paper claims that these experiments 
have demonstrated the practicability of the 
system. The question, it asserts, is now 
merely one of comparative efficiency. The 
advantage urged for the newer force is that 
it is available in places where it is not per- 
missible to place overhead wires and poles 
in the’ street, and this is the present field 
for the pneumatic tram. Storage of elec- 
tricity in street cars is not successful be- 
cause of the expense of maintenance, weight 
of apparatus, time required to charge, and 
other obstacles, while air is easily stored. 
Whenever public opinion is aroused suffi-, 
ciently to insist that the unsightly trolley 
wires be not allowed to disfigure the streets 
then compressed air comes forward as a re- 
source for the street railway men. The cost 
of equipping a line—that is, the cost of the 
plant in overhead and trolley and compressed 
air-—is practically the same, and it is said 
that the cost of operation in both cases is 
about the same. There is, then, no excuse 
for failure to adopt it. 

Chicago citizens have had many demon- 
strations of the weakness of the cable sys- 
tem, with its long trains that delay traffic 
on ‘the whole line for a slight break. The 
compressed air cars have the advantage 
that when one is out of order it may be taken 
off and the others are not interfered with. 
There can be no doubt, too, that the people 
prefer individual carriages to long trains.

Its privi- 
leges are sometimes abused, especially in 
the matter of stamps. Sunday is a day 
when leisure overflows into letters, and let- 
ters must go to the drug stores to 
be weighed and stamped. People 
who venture upon large investments in 
other goods seem fearful of fluctuations in 
stamps. One would naturally think that the 
individual who bought but two twos at s 
time would buy his coal by the basket and 
his sugar in half pounds. But the man—or 
woman—with tons of coal and barrels of 
sugar will often refuse to go beyond the 
needs of the hour in the matter of stamps. 
Larger investments of this kind would be 
a boon to the Sunday druggist. 


CULLOM’S ELECTION ASSURED. 
Senator Cullom is fortunate in his ene- 
mies. The last shadow of doubt as to the 
propriety of his indorsement for reélection 
by the next Republican State convention has 
been removed by Governor Tanner’s attack 
on him. Those who were dubious are dubi- 
ous no longer. Those who were firm in the 
faith feel a renewed assurance that they 
are in the right.

It is well known that Senator Cullom, 
though holding office for many years, is a 
poor man.

' THE STREET BOY. 

| The early fortunes of the male half of 
society in the tenement house regions of 
New York were discriminatingly portrayed 
by Mr. James B. Reynolds of the Universt- 
ty Settlement of that city in a recent ad- 
dress in Baltimore. 

_ The typical boy of the “ masses ” is born 
in one of the three rooms of a tenement, 
which is one of the four tenements on the 
floor, which is one of the five floors of the 
block, supposing this to be an average 
block among tenement structures. At one 
end this three-roomed abode “ opens on to 
the air shaft, at the other end on to the 
street or on to the bare, shrubless yard.” 
Since the average family of his class num- 


uality, never falls within the experience of 
this boy, who instead takes his chances 
with the other inmates in these confined 
and dusky quarters until—day of escape— 
he is old enough to take his chances in the 
street. 
| There, at the age of 3 or 4 years, “his 
life really begins,” with more light, more 
air, and more to do.” There he is soon 
“roughly taught that he must look out for 
himself,” and ere long he acquires the les- 
son of “ solidarity,” in the concrete, by be- 
coming incorporated, for offensive and de- 
fensive purposes, into the “ block gang,” 
which is his natural social unit. One of his 
pertinent obsérvations is that “the chil- 
dren of the saloonkeeper, the divekeeper, 
and the successful politician . . . have 
pennies, candy, and even theater tickets,” a 
fact not unconnected with that later atti- 
tude on his part toward these individuals 
which often grieves the “ eminent citizen.” 
The latter is accordingly besought by Mr. 
‘Reynolds not to base the moral appeal so 
often “upon the doctrine that it pays to be 
good,” since local experience teaches the 
boy “that goodness cannot always be de- 
pended upon to pay even the ‘living 
‘wage,’” while things anathematized often 
pay well. In general, the boy’s standards 
tend to become stereotyped at the level of 
his surroundings, so that he becomes in- 
different thereto. 

' The main result of this life is a sacrifice 
of mature manhood to the exigencies of 
childhood. “ At the early age of from 10 
to 14 the street boy is cleverer, better post- 
ed regarding human nature, and better able 
“to look out for himself than the children 
of the more favored classes.” This strain 


sentimentalists—lead to “wearied nerviés 
and exhausted mentality after he reaches 
80 years.” 

The improvement urged in behalf of the 
street boy is a better external environ- 
ment—comfortable houses with commodi- 
ous back yards, clean, asphalted streets, 
superior teaching in the public schools, well 
considered legislation concerning saloons 
and immorality, and the persistent effort to 
secure upright public administration in his 
district. Taking the street boy as “ the 
natural product of his é¢xperience,” that ex- 
perience can and should be improved in the 
economy of the modern city. ’ 


FREE IN NAME ONLY. 

It really seems that in spite of the boasted 
independence of woman her rights are as- 
sailed in every quarter. If she flees from 
the servant girl problem to apartments 
there is an Alderman at hand to tell her 
to what heights Homestic bliss must climb 
and just at what altitude love becomes 
dizzy-headed. She is restrained from join- 
ing mothers’ clubs by the mere accident of 
non-maternity and cautioned against cock- 
tails because of their unladylikeness, A 
school superintendent would draw the skirt 
line for her, and a consumers’ league would 
tell her where and what to buy.

SPEED OF OCEAN LINERS.—In an article in 
Cassier’s Magazine on steam speeds at sea Mr. 
Oldham says twenty-five years ago the Atlantic 
had never been c by a screw steamer ata 
greater rate than fifteen miles an hour, that of 
the fastest liner, Scotia. Today steamers have 
reached the speed of twenty-five miles an hour, 
and, although the power required to propel a 
steamer varies with the cube of the speed, yet, be- 
fore a third of the next century expires, another 
increase of at least 50 per cent in ocean speed 
may be safely predicted. The construction of a 
steamer of 65,000 tons will probably not trouble 
the constructors of the future nearly as much as 
did the building of the Great Eastern those of the 
past.

opened for us unless we have an adequate 
merchant marine. To achieve this I think 
we should provide subsidies for our steam- 
ship lines. I am not afraid of the word 
‘“‘subsidy.’’ England has used subsidies 
most effectively ingmaking itself the great 
marine power of the world, and why should 
we not do the same? I think we should 
maintain an army on the basis of at least 
one soldier to every 1,000 of our people. This 
would give us only an army of about 80,000 
mén. I should prefer to see even 100,000 
men. I have no patience with the affected 
fears of militarism, as voiced by Mr. Bryan 
and Mr. Altgeld, coming from such an in- 
crease in our army. If things have come to 
such a pass in this country that we cannot 
maintain an army on the basis of one sol-

| GAGE AND THE BANKERS. 


EDITOR OF NEW YORK EVENING 
ON TREASURY POLICY. 


Letters by Hepburn and Stillman Show 
Effect of Government Deposits and 
Demoralization Resulting from 
Distributing Political Spoils—Paper 
Declares There Is Loathing for 
Plutocratic System and Able Demo- 
eratic Leader Would Be Formidable. 


In printing the following editorial article 
from the New York Evening Post, “ The 
Bankers and the Treasury,”’ Tue Cuicaco 
TRIBUNE deems it proper to say that Horace 
White, the editor of the Evening Post, is and 
for many years has been a warm personal 
friend of Mr. Gage, the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Up to the time of the publication 
of the remarkable letters by Mr. Hepburn 
and Mr. Stillman, which werc sent to Con- 
gress by Secretary Gage himself, the Now 
York Evening Post defended without reser- 
vation the whole policy of the Treasury de- 
partment with reference to the New York 
banks. THk TRIBUNE prints herewith not 
only the editorial of the Evening Post, but 
also an article from the New York Tribune 
containing the letters of Mr. Hepburn and 
Mr. Stillman, with the explanations of the 
same. The editorial is as follows: 


ge Bankers and the Treasury. 

P © letters from two prominent banke 
to the Secretary of the Treasury, which - 
published elsewhere, are not pleasant read- 
ing. Probably no one who knows the authors 
of these letters would attribute to them any 
corrupt purpose. In one case the letter 
amounted merely to a suggestion that a de- 
lay in paying over to the government a fund 
rising from the Central Pacific railroad set- 
tlement would help the financial situation. 
It was accompanied with a statement that 
the call loans of the City Bank were at the 
time $56,000,000, and that the rates on the 
more speculative collaterals in Wall street 
were high enough to force liquidation. The 
inference is unavoidable that if the City 
Bank could retain the deposits of the gov- 
ernment for a week, it would make a large 
profit from their use. It could lend larger 
amounts, at exceptional ratés. Moreover, 
if the President of the bank were assured of 
this money for a week, wh the public 
knew nothing of it, profitable operations in 
stocks were possible. | 

** Likely a public service would be rendered 
by such action as was suggested. Panic 
might be checked, failures prevented, the 
normal and legitimate demands of borrow- 
ers be met. Nevertheless, these good results 
were to be produced by means that are 
scarcely defensible on any sound theory of 
government. The notion that the Secretary of 
the Treasury is a Deus ex machina, whose 
@uty it is to relieve hard-pressed debtors 
and to maintain prices for those who have 
to unload, ought to be repudiated. Many 
people remember the unpleasant events un- 
der General Grant’s administration, and we 
might fairly say that scandals have attend- 
ed the relations of the Treasury with the 
banks during a large part of the existence 
of our government. 


Doctrine of Political Spoils. 


“The other letter is simply an illustration 
of the demoralization resulting from the 
doctrine of political spoils. It was written 
in behalf of a bank which was already a 
government depository and which desired 
to remain such. There was no impropriety 
in making such a statement, nor in calling 
attention to the financial strength of the 
bank. But the letter closed with the intima- 
tion that the directors of the bank had ren- 
dered great services to the Republican 
party, and that on that account the bank 
had claims on the United States Treasury. 
The natural meaning of these words is that 
the directors had contributed a great deal 
of money to the Republican campaign fund 
and that they expected to be repaid in some 
fashion and in some degree by favors of the 
Treasury. Likely the author of the letter 
was unconscious of any impropriety in mak- 
ing such a suggestion. It was not intended 
as a request for any illegal favors. It was 
meant to remind the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury that in such matters of discretion as 
the choice of depositories of public funds 
some regard should be had to the party serv- 
ices of bank directors. 

‘There is nothing more in this than is 
involved in the claim which all our poli- 
ticians believe in, and which most of 
them openly maintain, that the general 
government is to be carried on for the 


41 immediate advantage of the managers of 


the dominant political party. The post- 
offices are to be filled with Republicans, 
when they come into power. So are the 
custom-houses, the internal revenue of- 
fices, the consulships, the departments in 
general. Some one must have the office, 
it is argued, and it is absurd to give it to 
a man who has done nothing for the suc-~- 
cess of the party, when those who have 
bogne the labor and the heat of the day 
really need to be supported. In precisely 
the same way it can be argued that, as 
the Secretary of the Treasury is obliged to 
designate certain banks as depositories, it 
is reasonable that he should choose banks 
with good Republican directors. If there 
is any profit in these deposits, it ought to 
go to Republican bankers under a Repub- 
lican administration, and it ought especially 
to go to such bankers as paid the most 
money to put the Republican administration 
in power. There is no question of loss to the 
government; its deposits are well secured, 
1It is simply a question of favoring Repub- 
lican bankers who contribute to the party 
revenues rather than, Democratic bankers 
or those who make no contributions. Let 
no one cast a stone against the bankers who 
wrote these letters unless he is ready to 
condemn the spoils system, root and branch, 


Letter of a Senator. 


“We may prefitably recall an episode ‘in 
the political campaign of 1888. A letter from 
a Republican Senator was brought to light 
then, with important political results.» ‘ li 
I had my way about it,’ said the author of 
this letter, ‘I would put the manufacturers 
of Pennsylvania under the fire and fry all 
the fat out of them.’ He also said: ‘I was 
solicited to contribute to a protective tariff 
league, and I replied that I did not 
propose myself to contribute money to ad- 
vance the interests of men who were getting 
practically the sole benefit, or at least the 
most directly important benefits, of the tariff 
iaws.’ 

“This letter opened the eyes of many people 
to the true nature of protective legislation. 
Those who are engaged in lines of business 
the profits of which are affected by foreign 
competition pay liberally to elect Congress- 
men who will pass laws to protect them 
against competitors. When they have elect- 
ed their Congressmen they think that they 
own the government. They have paid to 
constitute it in a particular Way for their 
particular pecuniary benefit. All of our 
prominent manufacturers understand this 
well, and never think of disputing it in pri- 
vate conversation. Bring the subject up, 
and they are apt te mention some aggravated 
case of tariff favoritism. Bankers have 
until recently been more exempt from this 
political demoralization, but the exigencies 
of 1896, when their business became a polit- 

ical issue, were too much for many ot them.

Traffic is not so large now as it was séveral 
weeks ago, and that fact is stated as evidence 
that earnings will not continue as last year. 
The advances made in freight rates have had 
a tendency to discourage a part of the ship- 
pers whose products the railroads always 
have relied on as-belonging to them at this 


period of the year. Shipments of grain are. 


not so general. The reason for this is that 
farmers in the Western and Northwestern 
States are more prosperous than they were, 
They have had several years of good crops 
with fair prices, and by economy have saved 
enough to enable them to live without dis- 
posing of their wheat and corn at the mar- 
ket prices. They are waiting till they see 
a chance to get better profits, and the higher 
freight rates would deprive them of a share 
of the profit at even the present prices for 
grain. 

Some of the railroad officials who contend 
that earnings will continue say that the ad- 


vances in freight rates will offset the loss in - 


traffic resulting from different causes. With 
the decline in the volume of traffic the oper- 
ating expenses necessarily grow smaller, 
while the net receipts become larger, provid~ 
ing, of course, freight rates are upheld

Many railroads have availed themselves of 
the large earnings during the last year to 
place their equipment in good condition. 
Some of the roads charge their {mprove- 
ments to net earnings. while others add to 
their bonded debt. The extra cost of iron 
and steel goods in 1899 has added much to the 


- cost of railroad equipment, and some of the 


poor statements that were made toward the 
close of the year were attributed to the 
rise in the price of material, which made 
a cost more than had been antici- 
pated. 

Traffic so far this month has been smaller 
than in the exceptional months of 1899. 
January, however, usually continues a part 
of the holiday dullness each year. The 
earnings of a number of the principal roads 
the first week in January showed an increase.

“The Greatest Need of Chicago, 
which was the theme of his sermon yester- 
day morning at the Stewart Avenue Uni- 
wersalist Church. He said that considering 
its rapid growth Chicago probably had no 
greater social defects than other great cities, 
but he noted that London, through its great 
child-saving society,, spends annually $750,- 
000, New York §$247,000, and Chicago but 
$26,000. He said the last few years show 
signs of advance in this city, referring to im- 
provements in the John Worthy School, to 
‘the merging of two organizations into the 
Children’s Home and Aid society, and espe- 
cially to the juvenile court and parental. 
school Jaws, both established last year. 


Value of New Laws. 

Of the value of the Juvenile Court law the 
minister said: 

* All children under 16 are now tried in 
one central court, without publicity and 
separate from all other cases. This law 

. combines the indeterminate sentence with 
parole and probation officer system. The 
old law was punitive, the present law con- 
* ‘templates reformation. The court is pre- } 
sided over by the right man in the right 
* place. Judge Tuthill is a just Judge, but 
he is more; he is a compassionate man, who 
treats these children not as criminals, but 
as human beings more sinned against than 
sinning. 
“The parental school law commands the 
* establishment of a parental school by the 
Board of Education for the detention and 
education of those children who are guilty 
of nothing more vicious than truancy. This 
involves thé parole and probation officer sys- 
_ tem also. 
Three Pressing Needs. 

“At present these laws are handicapped 
by at least three great and immediate needs. 
The first is, as the Juvenile Court jaw con- 
templates, to have a separate building for 
the detention of these children pending 

trial. Let the county give us a building 
adequate for ali children under 16, with 
ample provisions for classifying as the new 
jaw contemplates. 

** Neither Chicago nor Illinois has a chil- 
dren's reformatory for delinquent children. 
Pontiac is for criminal children. The John 
Worthy School is vastly improyed, but it is 
a bridewell annex,and not suitable for 
the best reformatory measures. There is 
now absolutely no place to send the mere | 
truant. Here is the imperative need—for a 
parental school. I believe the Board of 
Education is anxious to meet this need. The 
Matter really rests with the City Council. 
If the Council says this school must be built 
by next fall and appropriates the money, as 
it can, we shall have the school. A rented 
building will prove uneconomical. 

“Finally, it ought to be said that ina 
large per cént of cases the primal fault is 
in the home. Investigation shows that the 
majority of these children come from homes 
that are bad or inefficient. Careless mother- 
thood or fatherhood, homes brutalized by! 
lHquor or vice, from which children flee as 
from all the fiends of hell. These are too often 
to blame. In many cases I am firmly con- 
vinced that justice would send the parents 
to the bridewell instead of their misused, 
ill-fed, ill-clothed, beaten children.”’ 


HIRSCH ON POLITICAL ETHICS.

*“‘Our ethics appreciate to the full the im- 
portance of political action and obligation in 
the economy of humanity and refuse to 
countenance political indifference as ex- 
ponential of the higher morality,” said Dr.

“In a free state every man must be a poli- 
ticilan.

- the suggestion of debasing habits, and low 
thoughts, and selfish ambitions the fault is 
the whole community's. The right to vote 
implies the duty to vote. Political rights 
are not merely a privilege which at will we 
may exercise or refuse to practice. They 
are obligatory. Their neglect or rejection is 


immoral. 

“* Political ‘ion, however, to be moral 
must be intelligent action. We need today 
enlightened‘sense to guide our actions. Dis- 
cussion 3i:d debate are indispensable.
